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The ideal of the modern era is progress. 
Students—broadening their horizons 

and developing their minds to meet the future’s 
challenge—look out from the University to 

the world to see the embryonic future 

struggle to free itself from the matured present 

and rise ever closer to the limit of man’s achievement. 
In the breath-taking pace of modern life 

the future no longer follows the present but 


seems to overlap or collide with it. 
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The collision destroys the present, for 
man is impelled by his hopes of 


greater rewards in the future to 


topple, to demolish, to sweep away the present 


to make a place for the future.

Then building begins anew. 
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The creation of a part of the future 


rises to a climax as 


completion of the structure nears. 
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The fruits of change are myriad. 

The ever expanding university gains a 
24-story dormitory, a parking garage, 

a research lab. 

The growing metropolis—an expressway, 


a civic center, a high-rise office building 
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But high-rise buildings and expressways 
only manifest man’s technological advance. 
Technological advance equates itself with progress 
only when it is a change for the betterment of man. 
Today’s era of science too often labels all change 

as progress, but destruction of the old and its 
replacement by the towering steel-ribbed structures 
and the endless ribbons of expressway is justified 

only as it aids man to reach his ultimate. 

A university is dedicated to knowledge and surely 
there is no greater knowledge today’s student 

can gain from his college experience than to recognize 
progress as a victory—not of scientific advance, 


but a victory of man for mankind. 
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Campaigns, crises, changes, but little calm marked 
1964-65. Campaigns in Britain and the U.S. high- 
lighted Autumn Quarter. The Democrats won a 
landslide victory here, while the Labor Party barely 
won control in Britain. In Russia, Kosygin and 
Brezhnev replaced Nikita Khrushchev without benefit 
of elections. The end of an era came in January 
when Sir Winston Churchill, the greatest leader of 
our time, died at 90. Although leaders changed, 
crises continued. Most serious was the Vietnam war, 
aggravated by Red China. At home the civil rights 
struggle continued. Dr. Martin Luther King was 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize for his non-violent 
leadership of the movement. Within this context the

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WELCOME WEEK 


1964! That was the summer that was 
. . . 6,928 new freshmen took their first 
glimpse of Ohio State living in a two-day 
orientation program. Faced with tests 
strenuous enough to challenge any stu- 
dent’s sanity, many wondered why they 
ever left the security of home and over- 
indulging parents. 

When they returned in September for 
Welcome Week, many who had previ- 
ously thought Ohio State too large for 
them learned to their great consternation 
that it was actually too small. Seven 
coeds found themselves without rooms 
when fewer than the expected number 
of dorm contracts were cancelled. The 
girls set up temporary housing in study 
lounges. 











BARRY STRESSES 
MORALITY ISSUE 


Sen. Barry Goldwater and his wife Peggy brought 
the Republican campaign to Ohio late in Septem- 
ber. Speaking before a large crowd at Vets Mem- 
orial Auditorium, Goldwater charged immorality 


and lack of integrity in the present government 
administration. He accused Johnson of trying to 
“sweep the war in Vietnam under the rug,” and 
added, “They’ve got so many things under that 
rug now—like Billy Sol Estes and Bobby Baker— 
that they have to walk uphill to get to their plat- 
form.” Continuing, he appealed to stop the spread 
of socialism at home and Communism abroad. “I 
don’t want to see the federal government be a big 
brother to anyone.” Goldwater concluded his Co- 
lumbus address with a prediction: “On Nov. 3 
may the best man win and I know who it’s going

From the steps of City Hall, vice-presidential 
candidate Hubert Humphrey countered Republican 
charges that the federal government is too strong. 
“Concern for the needy is not socialism,” he said, 
pointing to President Johnson’s “Great Society” 
and war on proverty. Humphrey vehemently at- 
tacked Goldwater’s voting record, especially his 
negative votes on the nuclear test ban treaty and 
the Civil Rights Bill. He also said he feared Gold- 
water would risk war unnecessarily. To the four 
busloads of Ohio State students who greeted him 
at the airport, Humphrey quipped, “It’s a won- 
derful thing for you to study ancient history—but 
don’t vote it.” Following Humphrey to Columbus 
was former president, Dwight Eisenhower, cam- 
paigning for the GOP ticket.

NATIONAL CAMPAIGN ON CAMPUS 


From the smallest behind-the-scenes jobs to 
prestige positions, Ohio State students avidly 
threw themselves into the hectic 1964 presidential 
campaign. They aided their candidates by taking 
polls, distributing flyers, and addressing enve- 
lopes. In addition, OSU students headed both the 
Goldwater and Johnson statewide youth organiza- 
tions. The campaign over, Ohio Staters partici- 
pated in the model precinct vote count conducted 
by the three major TV networks. 


On campus the equal time rule prevailed. Over 
800 students heard cabinet Secretary Anthony 
Celebrezze on Democratic Day. A documentary 
on the Kennedy administration, “1000 Days,” 
was also shown. Republican Day featured Robert 
Taft Jr. and Oliver Bolton. The campus cam- 
paigns culminated in the Ohio State mock election 
in which Lyndon Johnson gained a plurality of 
1850 votes.

Barry Goldwater carried the traditionally Demo- 
cratic Deep South, but Lyndon Johnson broke 
through every Republican stronghold across the 
nation to gain the greatest plurality of popular 
and electoral votes ever recorded. In the East, 
Robert Kennedy defeated incumbent New York 
Senator Kenneth Keating while brother Ted easi- 
ly racked up 81% of the Massachusetts vote with- 
out ever leaving his hospital bed. Ohioans had to 
wait until late Wednesday to learn that Senator 
Stephen Young had scored a major political up- 
set over Robert Taft Jr. 








CHRISTMAS ON CAMPUS 


Many campus doors and windows were deco- 
rated early this year, but the lighting of the 35 foot 
tree on the terrace of the Ohio Union by Presi- 
dent Fawcett signalled the formal opening of the 
Christmas on Campus activities. In the Christmas 
spirit of fellowship, over 700 students took time 
from their studies to observe Christmas on Cam- 


pus. After the opening ceremonies the Men’s Glee 
Club sang Christmas carols and led a carol sing. 
Later that evening the Symphonic Choir presented 
its annual Christmas Concert. “Christmas around 
the World” was the theme of exhibits in Ohio 
Union suites. Included in the displays of Christ- 
mas were Hungary, Sweden, and Germany. 
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MARATHON SETS RECORD 


The national spotlight was turned on the OSU 
campus as the New Year began. The attention 
centered on the attempt of three members of the 
Ohio State Chess Club to break the world’s chess 
marathon record by playing 58 hours straight. The 
previous record of 52 hours was set by a student 
at St. Luke’s College in Exeter in 1961. OSU’s 
Carl Jackman, John Phython, and Karl Stechle 
played over 500 games between Friday evening 
and Sunday morning to break it. None of the 
chess players was permitted to take any drugs ex- 
cept coffee and aspirin. Inspired by this perform- 
ance, Stadium Dorm men held a “Chesshower” 
the next week, playing chess in the shower, thus 
combining chess with the shower marathon fad 
popular on other campuses.

DISTINGUISHED TEACHERS 


In February five members of the faculty were 
selected from nominations submitted by alumni, 
students and a faculty committee comprised of 
former winners of the awards to receive the sixth 
annual Alumni Distinguished Teaching Awards.

Professor Shechter has been a fac- 
ulty member of the chemistry department for the 
past 19 years and he has stimulated many students 
in independent research. Professor Morris, mem- 
ber of the industrial engineering faculty for 11 
years, is noted for his skill in relating theory to the 
application of industrial engineering.

Buckeye Political Party drew over 1200 students 
to its convention (next page) which nominated 
Thomas E. Workman as the Buckeye candidate 
for Student Body President over Gary Acker by a 
vote of 732—434. Both Workman, Senate Student 
Affairs Commissioner, and Acker, Senate Student 
Government Commissioner, put on tumultuous 
demonstrations for their candidacies. After Work- 
man’s nomination, Canfield Hall’s Eileen Roach, 
Treasurer of Student Senate, was unanimously 
and enthusiastically chosen as the VP candidate. 

The SCP convention, which attracted 400 stu- 
dents, featured a three-way race for the presiden- 
tial nomination between Allen Ross, former 
Student Senator; Vic Frost, Senate Director of 
Elections; and Arnie White, two-time SCP Presi- 
dent. Ross was nominated on the second ballot 
and picked Frost as his running mate, a choice 
which the convention heartily endorsed.

ACTION APPROACH CAPTURES VOTE; 
WORKMAN LEADS BPP TO VICTORY 


Tom Workman and Eileen Roach swept to a 
decisive victory on March 3 over Allan Ross and 
Vic Frost in a 4175 to 3328 vote. Ineligible write- 
in candidate Bob Stine polled 1163. Even so, both 
the total valid votes and the 847 winning vote mar- 
gin were records for an OSU Student Body Presi- 
dential election. The students also gave Buckeye a 
22—18 majority in the 1965-66 Student Senate. 
Candidates, workers, and interested students 
awaited voting results in the Ohio Union’s East 


Ballroom. Upon winning, President-elect Work- 
man addressed the Union crowd: I want to provide 
responsible and continually progressive student 
government. We need the help of all students who 
are concerned. Our opponents have had a sincere 
and dedicated campaign, but now let us unite and 
make student government on this campus what it 
should be—a responsible government with solid

May Week 1965 was the newly formed Tradi- 
tions Board’s first event. “Buckeye Badlands,” un- 
der the leadership of Milton G. Yoder, general 
chairman, raised over three thousand dollars for 
United Appeal and World University Service. This 
profit doubled all previous May Week profits. In 
addition, new attendance records were established 
for every May Week event. The May Week calen- 
dar was filled with all the traditional events and a 
few new ones, too. While the Miss OSU skits were 
creating enthusiasm in the various living units on 
Monday and Tuesday, outstanding student leaders 
were tapped for Bucket and Dipper, Chimes, Mir- 
rors, and Romophos. On Wednesday, Stanton G. 
Darling and Kathryn S. McDaniel were named the 
Outstanding Senior Man and Woman of the Class 
of 1965 at the fifth annual Student Leadership 
Recognition Banquet held in the Ohio Union for 
400 student leaders. As the linking of Sphinx and 
the tapping of Mortar Board were concluding the 
banquet—bandits, Indians, and dancing girls were 
frolicking at the May Week Carnival in French 
Field House. Over 8800 students visited the 51 


carnival booths sponsored by fraternities, resi- 
dence halls and sororities. But Thursday was the 
big day as classes after 10 were dismissed. Then 
students converged on the Oval to watch the Pres- 
ident’s Review of ROTC units. During the after- 
noon over 10,500 students viewed the games and 
competition—watermelon eating contest, dance 
contest, legs contest, roping contest, Sigma Pi’s pie- 
eating contest, tricycle races, the Sphinx-Faculty 
Softball game and the Mortar Board-Faculty Vol- 
leyball game. Beta Theta Pi won the Bed Race for 
the third consecutive year. This year some stu- 
dents by-passed the romping on the Oval to at- 
tend the all day teach-in at University Hall in 
which several of OSU’s outstanding professors 
gave lectures on university life. After WSGA’s 
May Supper that evening 5,500 students watched 
the Talent Show in the north end of the stadium. 
Then the students flocked to the May Week Dance 
to hear the Kingsmen. The climax of a highly suc- 
cessful May Week was the crowning of Miss OSU

SPEAKER’S RULE DEBATED 


At the April 13th meeting of the Faculty Coun- 
cil an announcement was made that the Board of 
Trustees would re-open the controversial guest 
speaker policy to examination. Previously the 
Board had declined to negotiate the matter be- 
cause of a lawsuit pending against various Uni- 
versity officials pursuant to an earlier applica- 
tion of the speaker policy. The Faculty Council, 
upon a motion by John H. Wilson, professor of 
English, unanimously commended the Board for 
its decision to reconsider the policy. Shortly 
thereafter, two groups — the Free Speech Front 
(FSF) and the Faculty and Students for Free 
Speech (FS-2) — began protest action against 
the speakers rule. The most spectacular of the 
protests was FSF’s overnight sit-in at the Admini- 
stration Building. The Student Senate sponsored 
a forum featuring student leaders from all areas 
of campus to dramatize the general student senti- 
ment against the rule. Culmination of the Spring 
Quarter protests came on May 21st with the ap- 
pearance on campus of alleged Marxist, Herbert 
Aptheker. Although Aptheker did not speak, and 
therefore broke no rule, selections from his pub- 
lications were read to an overflow crowd forced 
by rain into University Hall.

LARGEST ON RECORD 


Last Autumn Quarter more than 900 Ohio 
Staters became alumni at commencement at St. 
John Arena. Charles Sawyer, Cincinnati attorney 
and former U.S. Secretary of Commerce under 
President Truman delivered the commencement 
address. Of the 920 students who received diplo- 
mas, more than one-third were from the Graduate 
School. Approximately 746 students received de- 
grees at the end of Winter Quarter. Dr. Duddy, 
president of Marietta College, spoke at the gradu- 
ation ceremonies. President Fawcett delivered the 
address at the 88th annual Spring Quarter com- 
mencement. A class of 3,000—the largest gradu- 
ating class in the history of OSU, accepted diplo- 
mas, and 142 of these were awarded from the Col- 
lege of Medicine. 
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George J. Kienzle, director of the School of 
Journalism, died of cancer March 21 in University 
Hospital. He was 54. 

Kienzle headed the School of Journalism for 
eight years. Prior to that, he earned prominence 


for his work as a newsman, editor, author and 
public relations executive. He was nationally rec- 
ognized as a leader in journalism education and 
as a pioneer in medical, dental and science writing. 

He was born June 30, 1910, at Decatur, Indi- 
ana. In 1943 he received a bachelor of arts degree 
from The Ohio State University and he later 
attended graduate school at Princeton Theological 
Seminary.

joy with disappointment. The Buckeye football team, 
rated number one nationally after its first five games, 
ran out of steam in a final-game showdown with 
Michigan. The Wolverines shut out the Buckeyes 10— 
0, clinched the Big Ten title and earned a trip to the 
Rose Bowl. The loss left Ohio State with a 5—1 con- 
ference record and a small consolation of second 
place in the Big Ten. When OSU fans turned to bas- 
ketball they found very little solace. Only a last-game 
win over conference champion Michigan saved Coach 
Fred Taylor from his first losing season. The story 
was much the same for other Buckeye sports until 
spring, when the lacrosse team won its conference 
title and the baseball squad rode a late-season streak 
to second place in the NCAA playoffs—the biggest 


success in Buckeye baseball history.

A rugged defense and an improved offense 


paved the way to victories in their first four games 


and a number one rating nationally for the Ohio 
State Buckeyes. The experienced defensive line al- 
lowed opponents only 17 points while the offense 
guided by quarterback Don Unverferth totaled 87 
points. 

The Buckeyes began the season by smashing 
SMU 27—8, a game highlighted by a sparkling 
defensive performance including two interceptions 
by Arnie Chonko who brought his total to five— 
one a game saver—as Ohio State beat Indiana 
17—9 the next week. Defense and offense enjoyed 
their finest hour with a 26—0 victory over second- 
ranked Illinois. Then a 17—O win over Southern 
Cal coupled with top-ranked Texas’ loss made 
OSU No. 1.

ENGLE’S LIONS 
RIP BUCKS 27—0O 


The success of the first five games made OSU 
look invincible. But Iowa, finding a chink in the 


armor, came within inches of tying the Bucks. With 
two seconds left in the game Iowa pushed back the 
Bucks’ goal line defense to score, but the two- 
point conversion attempt was stymied by the 
Buck line six inches from the goal giving OSU a 
21—19 win. 

On Dad’s Day Coach Rip Engle brought his 
Penn State squad to Columbus with the intent of 
upsetting the Bucks as they had done three times 
before. The Nittany Lions, having a_ so-so 
season, played their best game as OSU played its 
worst. The Buckeyes in losing 27—0 gained only 
63 yards compared to the Lions’ 349 and never 
crossed the 50-yard line until the closing minutes 
of the game.

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WIND AND WOLVES 
FREEZE BUCKEYES 


Ohio State, although toppled from a top na- 
tional rating by its loss to Penn State, took the 
Big Ten lead from Purdue who lost to Michigan 
State. The next week the Bucks rebounded by 
beating Northwestern 10—0 to retain a half-game 


lead over Michigan in the race to the Rose Bowl. 

Despite below-freezing weather and a cutting 
wind 84,685 fans jammed Ohio Stadium for the 
traditional OSU-Michigan battle and deciding 
game in the fight for the Big Ten title and a trip 
to Pasadena. Both teams played a good, hard- 
hitting game. One error made the difference. In 
the last minute of the first half Bo Rein fumbled a 
Michigan punt on the OSU 20. Michigan capital- 
ized on the break to take the lead 7—O and then 
the game 10—0O.

BUCKS LOOK SHARP 


IN OPENING WINS 


The Ohio State basketball team had both height 
and experience this year with Andy Ahijevych, 
Jim Shaffer and captain Dick Ricketts. Good scor- 
ing potential was evident in sophomores Ron Sepic, 
Al Rowley and Jerry Tischer. The Bucks opened 
the season with a solid 86—54 win over South 
Dakota, and in their second game they battled a 
highly regarded St. Louis team to a near stand- 
off before bowing 79—70. A pair of victories at 
Texas Christian and Houston, followed by a 67— 
66 squeaker over Butler, gave OSU a 4—1 record 
before things took a turn for the worse. Davidson, 
a Southern powerhouse, thumped the Buckeyes 
87—64, and Brigham Young got carried away by 
a home court crowd in Utah and embarrassed the 
Buckeyes by a 112—71 score. 








A LONG SEASON FOR 
BUCKS IN BIG TEN 


The Brigham Young debacle was the worst set- 
back in Taylor’s career as a head coach. The Buck- 
eyes, returning to the comfort of St. John Arena, 
easily whipped Dartmouth 90—S59 but then suffer- 
ed a heart-breaking double overtime loss to highly 
ranked Duke, 94-89. A 73—63 win over Georgia 
Tech gave the Bucks a 6—4 pre-conference rec- 
ord. A date with Purdue opened the season’s Big 
Ten competition. The Boilermakers, led by scoring 
sensation Dave Schellhase, tripped the Bucks 71— 
64. After successive losses to Indiana and Minne- 
sota, Ohio State savored its first conference win 
98—86 over Wisconsin. A week later they jour- 
neyed to the Badgers’ home court to repeat the suc- 
cess by a narrower margin, 73—71. Next came a 
string of four losses, twice at the hands of Illinois 


and once each to Iowa and Michigan.

BUCKS BEAT WOLVES TO 
CAP SEASON IN STYLE 


The happiest note of the season was the final 
note. In their last five games the Buckeyes won 
four, including an emotion-packed revenge victory 
over Michigan’s conference champions. A 32- 
point performance by Ricketts led the underdog 
Bucks to a stunning 93—-85 upset over the na- 
tion’s second ranked team—to atone for an earlier 
100—61 drubbing at Michigan. The victory was 
a team effort, but Ricketts, playing his final game 
for Ohio State, stole the show. When he left the 
floor with five seconds remaining, the entire crowd 
of 12,759 stood to deliver a tribute to the captain. 
Shaffer, also playing his final game, added 15 
points to the OSU cause. The triumph over Michi- 
gan, combined with two wins over Michigan State 
and one against Northwestern, plus a loss to In- 
diana in the closing weeks of the season, enabled 
Ohio State to finish with a 12—12 record. Coach 
Taylor has yet to finish below a .500 season mark.

Finishing in a tie for second place in the Big 
Ten fencing meet, the Ohio State fencing team 
compiled an over-all record of nine wins and four 
losses. In Big Ten competition the Bucks were 
4—1, suffering the only loss at the hands of Illi- 
nois. Junior Bob Cooper paced the team with an 
outstanding 28—7 record, while Don Boger, John 
Brady and Jerry Hogan each had over 20 victories. 
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YODER’S 15 GOALS 
NEW SEASON HIGH 


In its second year of varsity sport competition, 
the Ohio State hockey team compiled a record of 
four wins and six losses. The Buckeye victories 
were over Oberlin, Dayton, Notre Dame, and Den- 
ison. A record-setting performance by senior Steve 
Yoder highlighted the season. Yoder scored 15 
goals for the season, surpassing the old mark of 13 
set by Adrian Edwards in 1963.

Ohio State 
posted wins over Indiana in a dual meet, and over 
Kent State, West Virginia and Kentucky in a 
quadrangular meet. In the Federation Meet held at 
French Field House, Elwin Sellers tied Glenn 
Davis’ old meet record for the 300 yard run.

OSU IN TITLE RACE 


OSU’s baseball fortunes were not expected to be 
great in 1965 despite returning All-American 
Arnie Chonko. The Bucks opened the season with 
three sophomore infielders and only one veteran 
hurler, John Durant. After their spring trip to 
Arizona where they compiled a 5-6 record, drop- 
ping three to Arizona State University, the Bucks 
began the regular season with a 10-6 win over 
Missouri. The next week OSU staged late-inning 
rallies twice to top Cincinnati 8-5 and 4-1. Such 
come-from-behind tactics soon became the trade- 
mark of the persistent Bucks, endearing them to 
fans. The Bucks opened conference play against 
Indiana, taking two out of three from the Hoosiers 
before going on the road. With two regular start- 
ers ill, they still swept all three road games to 
move to within a game of first place Michigan. 
Come-from-behind wins against Purdue and IIli- 
nois and a 3-0 whitewash of Iowa set the stage 
for a dramatic final weekend series in which OSU 
met the other title contenders, Michigan and 
Michigan State.

BUCKS SWEEP SERIES; 


TAKE BIG TEN TITLE 


A magnificent 16-inning pitching performance 
by Steve Arlin eliminated Michigan 4-3 on Friday 
as the Bucks came from behind again to win on 
Jimmy Reed’s home run in the 16th after Russ 
Nagleson’s round-tripper in the eighth had tied 
the game. Sophomore Arlin, ace of the Buck 
mound staff, broke a 16-year old Big Ten strike- 
out record by striking out 68 men in a single 
season. His 16-inning stint also set a new endur- 
ance record for Big Ten hurlers. On Saturday the 
Bucks pulled an even more amazing feat by com- 
ing from an 8-1 deficit against Michigan State’s 
ace pitcher to whip the Spartans 13-10, thus 
clinching their first Big Ten title since 1954.

OSU DROPS FINAL GAME 
IN WORLD SERIES, 2—1 


The Bucks were decided underdogs as they 
headed into the District Four playoffs in Athens. 
OSU’s 23-11 record was less than spectacular. But 
when the chips were down, the Bucks swept three 
straight, earning a trip to the College World 
Series in Omaha. In the crucial second game 
against District Four favorite Ohio University 
(28-1), the Bucks capitalized on two OU errors to 
come from behind to win 4-2. At Omaha, OSU 
dumped Florida State 2-1 and belted Washington 
State 14-1 before being stopped 9-4 by series 
favorite Arizona State (50-7). The Bucks battled 
back as Steve Arlin went the distance in a 15- 
inning 1-0 win over Washington State giving OSU 
another crack at Arizona State. This time the 


Bucks beat them 7-3 setting up the dramatic final 
game which the Sun Devils took 2-1.

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BUCKS TAKE 
MLA TITLE 


This year the OSU lacrosse team shattered sev- 
eral records on its way to the Midwest Lacrosse 
Association Championship. The only loss in the 
first 10 games was to North Carolina in the open- 
er. An 8—7 win over Oberlin marked an unprece- 
dented seven straight victories for the Bucks, and 
they defeated Kenyon in the first shutout in OSU 
history. Steve Lauver set two records in the win 
over Bowling Green as high scorer with 12 goals 
and the most points in one game. The team also 
broke the record for total goals scored in one game 
with a mark of 28. The first MLA loss came at the 
hands of Denison, but the second time around 
OSU downed Denison 13—6 to set another record 
—the first victory over Denison in Ohio State la- 
crosse history. 
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COACH SNYDER 
ENDS OSU CAREER 


Ohio State tied with Purdue for a disappoint- 
ing eighth place in Big Ten outdoor track com- 
petition, scoring only six points in the Conference 
championship meet. The Bucks’ captain, Elwin 
Sellers, garnered five of the six points with a sec- 
ond place in the 220-yard dash and fifth place in 
the 440 yard run. Head Coach Larry Snyder, who 
retired this year, began his career in track at OSU 

a junior. He set four school records while an 
undergraduate and was elected team captain for 
both his junior and senior years. He became head 
track coach in 1931 and has been at Ohio State 
ever since. 











OSU GOLFERS ARE 
FIFTH IN BIG TEN 


The golf team opened its season with victories 
over Bowling Green, Marshall and Indiana, but 
Indiana got revenge later in the season, swamping 
the Buckeyes by 40 strokes. OSU golfers drove 
their way into the title picture by defeating de- 
fending champion Purdue, and then beating In- 
diana, Michigan, Michigan State and Notre 
Dame in May. In the annual Big Ten champion- 
ships, the Bucks finished fifth. Coach Kepler 
blamed inexperience for the team’s failure to hold 
up through the playoffs. 




















LACK OF VETERANS 
HURTS OSU NETTERS 


The OSU tennis team won its opening match 
by beating Ohio University. Dave Lamon, John 
Fisher and Dan Spies performed well in singles 
competition. Northwestern then smashed the 
Bucks 8—1, but the Scarlet came back with a win 
over Minnesota in the best team effort of the sea- 
son. The failure to win three-set matches in tight 
situations was the nemesis of the inexperienced 
Bucks all season. In the Big Ten Tournament at 
Bloomington, the Michigan Wolverines added an- 
other conference crown to their collection, as 
OSU lost 5 close matches. 














ACADEMICS 


Founded in 1873 as an agricultural and mechani- 
cal college, Ohio State University has expanded its 
academics and facilities until today it represents a 
bustling center of higher education, a virtual city 
within a city. The only land-grant institution estab- 
lished in Ohio, O.S.U. now offers instruction in five 
undergraduate colleges, five professional colleges, 
and the graduate school. Ohio State ranks seventh 
in the nation in the number of baccalaureate and 
first professional degrees conferred, and eighth in 
the number of doctorates. The academic and research 


facilities attract students from over ZO countries 


around the globe. O.S.U. libraries circulate over 
1,600,000 volumes.

The College of Arts and Sciences is among the 
oldest colleges on the Ohio State campus. It 
originally was comprised of two separate schools 
—the School of Exact Sciences and the School of 
Letters and Philosophy. In 1896 these schools were 
combined to form the College of Arts, Philosophy, 
and Science. The present College of Arts and 
Sciences was introduced in 1930. 

Changes in curriculum have been made recent- 
ly to reflect the increasing importance of science 
and foreign language and the necessity to under- 
stand non-western cultures. Also a Curriculum 
Revision Steering Committee is to be established to 
review recommended new courses. 








MICROBIOLOGY 


Microbiology, the study of the basic structure 
of microscopic forms of life, has attained increased 
acclaim in the field of science in recent years. In 
the past decade seventeen Nobel prizes have been 
awarded in science; twelve of these have been 
awarded to microbiologists. 

Microbiology as a science still has great pros- 
pects for future development through research, 
and it has attracted a growing number of scholars. 
The Department of Microbiology at Ohio State 
has plans to further enlarge its staff to meet the 
demands of this increasing enrollment. 














POLITICAL SCIENCE 


Beginning this year approximately 35 political 
science students have an opportunity to gain actual 
experience in handling international affairs. This 
has been made possible by the addition of a Simu- 
lation Lab located in the Behavioral Science Lab. 
The students have been divided into “nations” 
of four or five students each which trade, declare 
war, and negotiate in the same way that nations 
do in reality. 

Political Science undergraduate students also 
conducted a poll in Franklin County at the time 
of the national election. In two waves of inter- 
views they sampled the political opinions of nearly 
300 residents representative of a cross section of 
the county. 


























CHEMISTRY 


This year the Department of Chemistry has 
perfected a new process through which chemists 
will be able to view chemical reactions. Previously, 
a chemical reaction could only be examined by 
its end product, which did not clearly indicate 
what occured in the various stages of the reaction, 
but chemists will soon be able to overcome this 
problem and view the stages by using radiation. 
Scientists can then more fully understand the 
steps of these reactions. In another area of research 
the department received a grant of one hundred 
fifty thousand dollars from the Atomic Energy 
Commission to purchase a three million electron 
volt machine. 








PHYSICS 


The Department of Physics houses most of 
its activity in the Physics Building on the 
main campus, but it also uses the Cyclotron 
Lab on the west side of the campus and some 
of the department is located in the O.S.U. 
Research Center. Using these facilities, the 
Physics Department has made several recent 
advances, including studies of properties of 
materials at temperatures near absolute zero. 
These studies provided valuable fundamental 
information concerning solid and _ liquid 
states. As a result, the low temperature phys- 
ics lab at O.S.U., which has expanded rapidly 
since its organization, is now one of the most 
prominent labs in the world. 











GEOLOGY 


The Department of Geology has recently co- 
operated with the College of Education in the 
establishing of a new curriculum. A course of 
study has been instituted for undergraduates who 
are preparing to teach earth science on the high 
school level. There has also been an increase in 
the number of staff members of this department, 
which illustrates the growing interest in and im- 
portance of the study of geology. 

Most of the undergraduate students who pur- 
sue study in the field of geology receive Bachelor 
of Science degrees. A few obtain Bachelor of Arts 
degrees, and the Department also grants the Mas- 
ters and Doctorate degrees.

Since 1959 the College of Engineering has had 
both professional and pre-engineering divisions. 
This year the college increased its aid to practic- 
ing engineers by sponsoring many short courses 
and seminars under the title of Continuing Edu- 
cation and by conducting courses for off-campus 
engineers in thermodynamics and transportation 
engineering. 

The Engineering College also made other im- 
portant progress. The civil engineers of the Build- 
ing Research Laboratory provided the Office of 
Civil Defense with fallout shelter plans, and the 
Department of Electrical Engineering continued 
its research on satellite communications for the 
U.S. Air Force.

The Department of Aeronautical and Astronau- 
tical Engineering, one of seventeen departments 
in the College of Engineering, is the leader in Ohio 
State’s space-age teaching and research. Under 
the guidance of Dr. Garvin Von Eschen, the de- 
partment is conducting extensive research for the 
U.S. Air Force and the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. Much of the research is 
being done at the Rocket Research Laboratory, 
which paradoxically is located near the OSU horse 
barn, but the department’s research section will 
soon move to new quarters at the University Air- 
port.

The College of Commerce and Administration 
was organized in 1916 as the College of Com- 
merce and Journalism and was reorganized in 
1925 as the College of Commerce and Adminis- 
tration and the School of Social Administration. It 
includes the divisions of Accounting, Business Or- 
ganization, Economics, Geography, and Sociology 
and Anthropology. 

During this past year several advances were 
made in this college. A Bureau of Research and 
a Division of Continuing Education were estab- 
lished, and the Ohio State Master’s Program on 
the Cincinnati campus was continued. The fac- 
ulty of the college was also enlarged to meet the 
increased number of students enrolled in the Col- 
lege of Commerce and Administration.

Recent figures indicate that more than fifty per- 
cent of students in the College of Agriculture and 
Home Economics come from farms. However, less 
than eight out of one hundred return to farms. In- 
stead, they enter careers in management, sales and 
sales supervision, research, and education. 

Ohio’s only four-year College of Agriculture is 
rapidly changing to meet the demands of explod- 
ing population and burgeoning technology. It 
offers four study programs: general agriculture, 
agricultural industries, agricultural science, and 
social science. Specialized programs prepare stu- 
dents in various technical aspects of agriculture.

The College of Education, which includes the 
Departments of Education, Occupational Therapy, 
Physical Education, and Psychology, was estab- 
lished in 1907 to provide professional education 
for teachers and other educational workers.

The teacher education curriculum has recently 
been revised.

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OSU BRANCH EXPANSION IS RAPID 


The system of Ohio State University branches 
includes five off-campus Academic Centers located 
in Mansfield, Lakewood, Lima, Marion and Ne- 
wark. The largest is Lakewood. Total enrollment 
in all five branches is 2744, and the number is 
rapidly increasing. The branch system currently 
offers only freshman and sophomore courses, but 
plans are under way for higher level work. All five 


of the centers are located in high school build- 
ings, a situation which creates certain disadvan- 
tages, such as inadequate library and research fa- 
cilities, a non-college atmosphere and a lack of 
social life. However, the classes are generally 
smaller and more informal than those on the main 
campus. Plans are in the making for permanent 
campuses for both Mansfield and Lima. 
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MANSFIELD BRANCH 


The Mansfield Academic Center was established 
with 145 students in 1958 and has experienced a 
sixty-five percent increase in enrollment in the 
past year. Mansfield will soon have permanent 
facilities. The branch recently acquired 602 acres 
of land for additional expansion. Several extra- 
curricular activities such as Circle “K” Club, Coed 
Club and the campus newspaper—The Nitelight 
—keep students busy beyond their classroom 
work. The 32-member Student Senate is also ac- 
tive in the branch through its support of a book- 
store, a library and social functions each quarter.

LAKEWOOD BRANCH

The methods of dental study, constantly being 
improved by television, have recently taken an- 
other step forward through “instant camera.” This 
innovation allows an entire classroom of students 
to watch an operation while it is being performed. 
The Dental School has its own studio with enough 
monitors for 800 people and is equipped to make 
its own video tapes and show them on WOSU— 
TV. Also this year John R. Wilson succeeded Dr. 
Wendell D. Postle as the new dean of the College. 
He plans to enlarge graduate programs and in- 
crease research efforts in the Ohio State College 
of Dentistry. 

















COLLEGE OF LAW 


Frank R. Strong, dean of the College of Law, 
retired from Ohio State after thirteen years as 
Dean. During his service, the College of Law mov- 
ed from the cramped quarters of Page Hall to the 
impressive modern building on the corner of High 
Street and 11th Avenue. The College faculty has 
consisted of some of the outstanding legal scholars 
in the United States. Several of its alumni have 
ranked among prominent lawyers and businessmen 
in the nation. Dean Strong played a major role 


in the establishment of the Ohio Legal Center and 
served as chairman of the trustees of the Legal 
Center. This year Dale Williams and Arthur Fant 
(pictured on opposite page), both seniors in the 
College of Law, won the National Moot Court 
Competition in New York after winning the re- 
gional contest in Detroit. Ohio State University 
is the only school in the nation to have won the 
national competition twice—in 1960 and 1964. 
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MEDICINE 


The OSU College of Medicine has been under- 
going an extensive expansion which includes a 
Nursing Building, a new Basic Science Building, 
another hospital building and additions to Dodd 
Hall, to the Rehabilitation Building and to Wise- 
man Hall where studies of preventive medicine 
and experimental medicine are concentrated. 
Also, a new auto-didactic center has been in- 
stalled to add to research facilities. The auto- 
didactic center is an audio visual system which 
contains films and tapes. It is the first of its kind 
in the U.S. 
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PHARMACY 


The Ohio State University College of Pharmacy 
is in the midst of a major face-lifting and expan- 
sion program that will make room for twice as 
many students, both undergraduate and graduate. 
A new pharmacy building is planned as part of 
the overall development of the University medical 
center complex. Other additions and improve- 
ments include a new pharmacology laboratory, a 
surgery room, an enviromental control room, a 
sterile products laboratory and a filtered air room. 
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These dogs, living their whole lives in a completely germ-free 
atmosphere, are used in research when germ conditions must be 
controlled. 


VETERINARY MEDICINE 


The College of Veterinary Medicine at Ohio 
State has graduated more veterinarians than any 
other school in the United States. One out of every 
eight American veterinarians is an Ohio State 
graduate. Veterinary medicine is a growing field, 
as evidenced by a recent government report pre- 
dicting that needs for new veterinarians will double 
by 1980. A career in this field requires an inter- 
est in animals and in science and an ambition to 
keep up with new techniques. A minimum of two 
years of pre-veterinary study and four years of 
professional study are required for a degree.

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STUDENT SENATE 


The 1964-65 Student Senate was successful largely 
because of the work of a fine steering committee. Stu- 
dent Body Vice-President Sam McGavran led the way 
on the floor of Senate. During the year, for example, 
a campus controversy arose when control of the 
Student Judicial System was nearly transferred from 
Senate to the Council on Student Affairs. After much 
work under Sam’s leadership, transfer was prevented 
by the creation of a Student Judicial Board to super- 
vise the entire system. The Board was additionally 
noteworthy because it involved co-operation among 
Senate, the Council of Graduate Students, professional 
students, and WSGA. Student Discount Service, under 
Director Pam Casto, was expanded remarkably and 
was made available free of charge to all students. Tom 
Workman, later elected Student Body President, 
worked in such areas as obtaining better parking facil- 
ities for South Campus residents. Another Student 
Affairs Commission project involved work to increase 
student participation on University committees. As a 
result of this effort, student members were added to 
groups such as the University Commission on Traffic 
and Parking. The long talked-about but previously 
little worked-upon Traditions Board was finally es- 
tablished, thanks to great efforts by creator Dave An- 
derson, NCSA President Milt Yoder, and Bob Milli- 
kin. Homecoming, supervised by Jeff Hockman, was 
one of the best ever. Student Court prospered under 
Chief Justice Brian Freeman. Katie Rourke, Director 
of Personnel, spent many long hours interviewing ap- 
plicants for Senate-appointed positions. Increased study 
facilities on the campus resulted from work of Don 
Anderson’s Education Affairs Commission, while re- 
organization of student government structure was 
begun by Government Commissioner Gary Acker. 
Eileen Roach, first woman and first resident-hall stu- 
dent to be elected Vice-President of the Student Body, 
served admirably as Treasurer for 1964-65. The Out- 
standing Service Award, inaugurated this year, was 
presented to Director of Office Mabel Gilbert, who 
later was elected President of WSGA. 

Buckeye Political Party carried a 24—16 Sena- 
torial edge through the year, and, for the first time in 
the history of the District System, the majority party 
was returned to power in the Winter elections. Party 
President Chuck Layne and Majority Leader Paul 
Coleman played a large role in a Senate noted for its 
near-total completion of platform promises.
